REPORT 

The  Council  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
their  Report  for  the  year  1941. 

The  Hospital  has  settled  down  to  the  new  order  of  things 
occasioned  by  the  war.  The  Matron  is  dealing  most  efficiently 
with  the  many  problems  that  arise  and  all  members  of  the 
Staff  appear  grimly  determined  to  “  see  it  through.’ ’  Many 
good  friends  are  giving  their  assistance  and  it  seems  appro¬ 
priate  to  open  this  report  by  giving  them  heartfelt  thanks  for 
their  help.  This  especially  applies  to  voluntary  members  of 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve; 
to  all  those  who  perform  fire-watching  services;  to  members 
of  the  volunteer  stretcher  parties;  to  those  who  man  the  tele¬ 
phone  after  office  hours;  to  those  who  help  with  the  ever- 
increasing  amount  of  clerical  work;  to  members  of  the  Linen 
Guild  and  especially  to  its  Honorary  Secretary  who  so  ably 
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organises  the  collections;  to  that  anonymous  donor  who  helps 
to  keep  the  garden  productive;  to  Messrs.  R.  Harkness  for 
their  generous  gift  of  roses  which  will  so  much  improve  the 
garden;  and  to  all  those  who,  in  spite  of  the  difficult  times, 

l 

have  so  nobly  kept  up  their  gifts  and  subscriptions. 

A  welcome  donation  of  £550  has  been  received  from  the 
Committee  of  the  Hitchin  War  Weapons  Week.  This  was 
the  bulk  of  the  unexpended  sum  raised  for  the  expenses  of 
the  week  and  was  handed  to  the  Hospital  on  condition  it  was 
lent  to  the  Government  free  of  interest  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  —  after  which  it  is  to  be  invested  for  a  permanent 
endowment  of  the  Hospital. 

1  hanks  are  also  due  to  the  Hitchin  and  District  Workers’ 

Hospital  Fund  which,  under  the  terms  of  the  new  agreement, 

has  contributed  £3,745  4s,  7d.  as  against  £3,384  3s,  6d.  in 
<•  \ 

1940.  I  hey  have  also  given  £250  for  refrigerators,  £200 

towards  furniture  for  the  new  wards,  when  these  are  available, 

and  £80  from  their  No.  3  Account  —  a  total  of  £4,275  4s.  7d. 

for  the  year.  During  the  period  546  members  have  been 

treated  as  In-patients  for  9,922  days  at  a  cost  to  the  Hospital 

ot  £4,  /48  7s.  Sd.  and  many  have  received  free  ambulance 

and  Out-patient  treatment,  including  X-Ray  examinations. 

1  he  work  of  the  Hospital  is  steadily  increasing  as  the 
following  figures  show.  The  number  of  In-patients  admitted 
during  1941  was  1,565.  Of  these  169  were  War  Casualties 
and  48  were  Road  Accidents.  The  latter  cost  the  Hospital 
£462  6s.  Od.  and  of  this  amount  £137  11s.  2d.  has  been 
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recovered  while  19  cases  are  still  unsettled.  There  were  745 
operations  in  the  Theatre  and  456  patients  were  X-Rayed. 
The  average  weekly  cost  of  each  In-patient  was  £3  7s.  Od. 

In  the  Out-patients  Department  3,304  patients  were 
treated,  of  whom  131  received  Ophthalmic  treatment;  17  were 
Road  Accident  Cases;  and  279  were  War  Casualties.  219 
minor  operations  were  carried  out  in  the  Surgery  and  1,287 
patients  were  X-Rayed.  The  cost  of  each  Out-patient  was 
5/4. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  report  the  Hospital  has 
lost  two  of  its  Vice-Presidents  and  a  member  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Start.  Sir  Joseph  Priestley  died  in  June  1941;  in 
October  of  the  same  year  Mr.  F.  H.  Hill,  to  whom  the 
Hospital  owes  so  much  in  respect  of  the  Contributory  Scheme, 
passed  away;  while  in  February  1942  Dr.  Kendall,  who  for 
15  years  had  given  such  valuable  service  to  the  Hospital, 
loilowed  them.  The  Council  wishes  to  put  on  record  their 

appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  these  faithful  friends.
